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MILK  PR6dUCTION,  DISPOSITION  AND  INCOME,  1970 


Cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  milk  and  cream  in  1970  reached  a 
record  high  of  $6.  5  billion^    Increased  marketings  and  higher  prices  were 
responsible  for  the  increase  from  the  $6.2  billion  last  year.    Total  milk  pro- 
duction for  1970  was  1  percent  above  1969  and  the  first  yearly  increase  in 
production  since  1964. 

Record-high  cash  receipts 

Farmers'  cash  receipts  from  milk  and  cream  were  $6,523  million  in 
1970,  up  5  percent  from  the  previous  high  last  year.    Cash  receipts  increased 
in  all  of  the  10  leading  States..    Wisconsin  led,  followed  by  New  York,  Cali- 
fornia, Pennsylvania  and  Minnesota.     These  5  States  accounted  for  45  percent 
of  the  national  cash  receipts  for  milk  and  cream  in  1970„     Returns  for  com- 
bined marketings  of  milk  and  cream  averaged  $5.  76  per  hundredweight  ex- 
ceeding the  previous  record  in  1969  by  22^.    Cash  receipts  from  milk  sold 
to  plants  and  dealers  totaled  $6,271  million  in  1970,  an  increase  of  5  percent 
from  1969.    Returns  from  sale  of  cream,  at  $33  million,  were  down  17  per- 
cent from  the  previous  year,  continuing  the  downward  trend  for  this  item. 
Direct  sales  to  consumers  totaled  $218  million,  up  7  percent  from  1969. 
Value  of  milk  used  in  farm  hous eholds  in  1970  is  estimated  at  $140  million, 
down  6  percent  from  the  previous  year.     The  farm  value  of  all  milk  produced 
is  $6,759  million,  a  5  percent  increase  over  1969. 

Marketings  by  producers  increased  1  percent  in  1970 

Milk  and  cream  marketed  by  producers  totaled  113.3  billion  pounds  of 
milk  equivalent  in  1970,  up  1  percent  from  1969.     These  marketings  consist 
of  whole  milk  and  farm-separated  cream  sold  to  plants  and  dealers,  and  milk 
sold  directly  to  consumers.    Marketing  of  whole  milk  to  plants,  at  110.3 
billion  pounds,  was  1  percent  above  the  1969  quantity. 

Farm  use  of  milk  continues  downward 

Milk  used  for  all  purposes  on  farms  where  produced  is  estimated  at  4.  1 
billion  pounds,  6  percent  less  than  in  1969.    Of  the  milk  used  on  farms  in 
1970,  55  percent  was  consumed  in  farm  households  as  fluid  milk  and  cream, 
42  percent  was  fed  to  calves  and  3  percent  was  for  farm-churned  butter.

Fluid  grade  milk  accounted  for  73  percent  of  all  whole  milk  sold  to 
plants  and  dealers  in  1970,  the  same  percentage  as  in  1969=    During  1970, 
all  milk  marketed  in  19  States  was  fluid  gradeo    Fluid  grade  milk  accounted 
for  less  than  half  of  the  total  milk  marketed  in  Idaho  and  all  West  North 
Central  States  except  Missouri  and  Kansas. 

Supply  and  utilization  of  milk 

Data  on  milk  supply  and  utilization  (page  14)  are  published  in  whole-milk 
equivalent,  based  on  the  milkfat  content  of  ingredients  and  products.  The 
total  supply  consists  of  milk  production  plus  the  milk  equivalent  of  net  imports 
of  dairy  manufacturing  ingredients  and  net  out- of- storage  movement  of  cream. 
Data  on  milk  used  in  manufactured  products  are  based  on  total  milkfat  re- 
quired to  produce  the  products  and  include  the  milk  equivalent  of  any  imported 
ingredients  used.    Consumption  of  fluid  milk  and  cream  is  reported  in  sepa- 
rate estimates  of  sales  by  dealers,  sales  by  producers  directly  to  consumers, 
and  milk  consumed  on  farms  where  produced.
